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THE OUTLOOK 


It cannot be said that Canadians look forward 
to the coming year with extravagant hopes. The 
times are not favorable for rosy visions of ths 
cart and sudden dawn of an era of great and 
nation-wide prosperity. But at least we may look 
with confidence to a steady and substantial bet- 
terment of conditions, and that the end of the year 
will find the country in a decidedly improved posi- 
tion. 

The proceeds from last season's crop total up to 
an enormous amount of money and will go a long 
way to liquidate liabilities and supply working 
capital for future operations along all lines. There 
has been a marked improvement in the industrial 
situation in most parts of the Dominion over the 
conditions which prevailed a year ago. Unemploy- | 
ment throughout the West and the East is less | 
prevelent. Deflation of prices and producing | 
costs is putting the country in position to compete 
for markets abroad, and permitting trade to quick- | 
en among our own people. Though Europe is | 
still financially dead-locked, it was possible to | 
market there the greatest wheat crop the West 
ever produced, and in this is assurance that the 
surplus of the coming season will find buyers. The 
removal of the embargo is expected to react in the 
stiffening of prices paid to farmers for cattle. 
The demand for hogs, dairy output and other farm 
classes of farm products is good, and at prices} 
which do not stifle buying. From the industrial 
centres there are reports of returning activity. 
The Dominion government has announced an im- 
migration policy designed to bring in as many | 
people as the circumstances justify. Trade treat- 
ies have been negotiated with France and Aus- 
tralia which are counted on to open up new mar- 
kets for certain products, while similar arrange- 
ments with other countries are in process of being 
made. The United States is experiencing a re- 
vival of export business, of inves‘ment, and of 
production which must in time react favorably 
upon its relations with Canada and hence upon 
conditions here. The recent elections in the re- 
public at least suggested that the demand for an 
exclusive tariff was losing strength, and that there 
is a possibility of a reciprocal arrangement being 
made which would permit and stimulate interna- 
tional trade and lence encourage production in| 
Canada. There are some signs, though there 
might be more, that the demand for economy in 
public expenditures is having influence and that 
the burden of taxation may be sensibly lightened. 
Hitherto the winter has been mild, both in the 
east and the west, and thus favorable to the carry- 
ing on of out-door work, while enabling the house- 
holder to keep down the cost of living. 

If these things do not presage an immediate re- | 
versal of the conditions of last year they point 
to a certain and all round improvement and the 
less important because it is not favored. Such 
progress as is being made is not speculative, It is 
based upon actual achievement, represents real 
effort, and means permanent gain. If the tide is 
not flowing strongly, it is flowing with us, and 
will continue. At the worst Canadians are better 
situated than the people of any other country save 
that to the south, and way face the future with 
fewer misgivings. That we have come 60 far 
through the trying time of reconstruction without 
disaster, and with a minimum of real hardship, is 
ground for hope that the worst is past and that 
there are better things in Store. 

Perbaps equally important to material changes 
js the fact that we are getting far enough away 
from war times and conditions to be able to recast 
our ideas of value, The war brought unprecedented 
prices for everything that could be produced. If 
the cost of living, went up, so did wages; and to 
unheard of heignts. Alike the wage-earner, the 
manufacturer and the farmer got used to “big 
figures’’ for what he had to sell, It is not easy to 
yet back to the normal state of mind after an 
experience of the kind. The man who has drawn 
ten dollars per day cannot be expected to relish 
the idea of doing the same thing for half the 
money. The farmers who sold wheat at two dol- 
lars per bushel cannot enthuse over the prospect 
of selling wheat for half the price or less. It takes 
time to accommodate one’s self to the new scale 
of values set by a falling market, and the psycho 
logical readjustment is quite slow and as difficult 
as the financial rearrangements that have to be 


made,

The assertion that ‘‘according to the operators 
“own figures, only 435 men are now at work in the 
‘‘field.’’ is entirely and utterly incorrect, and the 
News has no foundation for its statement. Four 
hundred and thirty-five men working in six of the 
Edmonton-Clover Bar mines, all, or nearly all, of 
whom were working in the mines before December 
Ist, have signed a petition to tho Dominion and 
Provincial governments asking that they be effi- 
ciently protected in their right to work. But that 
was not the total number of men working in the 
six mines and did not include the men working 
in the other mines of the field whose petitions had 
not yet come in. Asa matter of fact the total force 
of the Edmonton-Clover Bar mines at the peak of 
production is less than 1,200 men. Owing to mild 
weather the peak had not been reached on De- 
cember Ist., and the total number of men then em- 
ployd was less than 900. The number of men now 
actually employed, with the Humberstone and 
Dawson mines temporarily out of production, is 
over 600. When these two mines resume produc- 
tion, as they will after the New Year upwards 
of 150 men will be added to the actual force of 
working miners. 

Of the men who were working before December 
1st, but are not now working, the great majority 
are deterred by the terror established by General 
Ryan and his mercenaries, 

"That the strike has been sucecessful in ‘‘effec- 
‘tively curtailing production”’ to a degree that 


| has meant cost and loss to 1ainers, operators and 


consumers may be freely admitted. So far the 
News and its confrere General Ryan have scored. 
But the ultimate objective, which was the estab- 
lishment of the dictatorship of John L. Lewis of 
Indianapolis over the coal mining industry of the 
Edmonton district, has not been-—and is not going 
to be—achieved. The idea that another Herrin 
could be successfully staged at Edmonton, has 
not yet been realized; and with the stand now 
being taken by the authorities, there is no danger 
that it will be. Looked at from that standpoint 
the strike has not been a success, 


THE LINE OF CLEAVAGE. 
The reparations commission finds that Ger- 


many has voluntarily defaulted, in having failed 
to turn over an amount of timber ca!led for by the 
schedule of payments. This, it appears, is the first 
time Berlin has come under conviction, previous 
failures to mect its ebligations having been made 
in a way that did not appear to be voluntary. 
What will follow is not intimated. Probably noth- 
ing, except a continuance of the long drawn con- 
troversy between Britain and France over ways 
and means to make Germany pay. It is said that 
in rendering the decision the French, Belgian and 
Italian representatives voted together, with the 
British in opposition, Even so, it is scarcely likely 
that France, with Belgian and Italian backing, 
will resort to military measures against the con- 
sent of Great Britain. The one thing clear from 
the incident is that the Allies are at sixes and 
sevens, with Germany standing to gain by the divi- 
sion if there is gain to any party.
